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VOTES FOR 
WOMEN 


U.S. Committee’s 
Report 
By a Correspondent 


A recommendation that women seat- 
holders in their.own right should have 
the right to vote in synagogue elections 
is to be submitted by the Special Com- 
mittee of the Council of the United 
Synagogue on Rights and Privileges of 
Women Seatholders to next Monday's 
meeting of the Council. 


The Special Commitice was appointed 
on March S “to inquire into the whole 
question of the rights and privileges of 
women seatholders in their own right in 
the United Synagogue, and whether those 
rights and privileges be extended or not.” 

Nine members were appointed to this 
committee, together with three Hon. 
Officers of the United Synagogue. The 
committee. which met on four occasions, 
wih Mr. Frank Samuel, a Vice-President 
of the United Synagogue, as the Chair- 
man, has now issued its report. 


Lnanimous Recommendation 


The committee unanimously recom- 
mends the Council to adopt the follow- 
ing resolution: 

That the report and recommendations of the 
special commitice of the Council re rights and 
Privileges of women scatholders be and are 
hereby adopted: and that ‘the rights and 
privileges of women seatholders in wceir own 
right. hereinafter called ** female full-price mem- 
bers.” be extended so as to enable such femaic 
full-orice members to vote in accordance with 
the amendments sect owt hereunder ; and that the 
Hon. Officers of the United Synagogue be em- 
powered to take the necessary Steps convene 
the conjoint meeting of the Council and of the 
delegates clected by the constituent synagogucs. 
as provided in Clause 67 of the Scheme to the 
United Synagogues Act. w give effect to this 
report and recommendations by making the fol- 
lowing amendments to the said Scheme to the 
Act: and consequentially to the Bylaws of the 
United Synagoguc 

The amendmenis to the by-laws are 
given in the agenda for the meeting. 

The Special Committee has made it 
clear that the amendments to the by-laws 
provide that women shall only be “iy 
tte vote and should not be eligib 
hold office. A new clause (No. 61) will, 
therefore, be proposed as follows: 

“ A female full-price member entitied w vote 
as herein provided shall not be eligible for 
election as an Hon. Officer of the United Syna- 
gogue or as a member of the Council of the 
United Synagogue or as an Hon. Officer of any 
synagoeuc or to the Board of Management of 
any synagogue.” 

if the recommendations of the Special 
Committee are adopted at next Mon- 
day's meeting of the Council, a special 
meeting will then have to ‘be called con- 
sisting of representatives of the Con- 
stituent Synagogues (who are not mem- 
bers of the Council) and of members of 


the Counci! to consider and approve the. 


alterations and modifications of the 
United Synagogue Act and Scheme. 


DEPUTIES AND THE

In necessarily small space, neat booths, 
advantageously displayed in a predominat- 
ing mouf of serene blue and white, trace 
the course of, among other things, both 
the Sefardic and Ashkenazic Orthodox 
traditions, especially that great organisa- 
tion the United Synagogue, and the 
breakaway movement, again dating 
back just a century, of Reform and the 
later Liberal Jewish idea. 

Although its origin antedates consider- 
ably the hundred years, the Board of 
Deputies became a real welding force in 
the community only in the more modern 
period, and its progress is shown graphi- 
cally, as is also that of its a rival, 
the Anglo-Jewish Association. 

A catalogue of absorbing interest could 
be compiled of the many institutions and 
organisations that display their “ wares ~ 
at the exhibition, but perhaps more 
attention should be drawn to the less 
spectacular and maybe more enduring 
accomplishments on the cultural side. 
Not only are there on view fine examples 
of specifically Jewish literature and 
publishing, but also many books by 
Jewish authors on general subjects. 

The display, finally. of many beauiiful 
objects of Jewish ritual use, not, of course, 
confined to the past century, is a remin- 
der to all spectators of the far, far older 
contribution that Judaism has made to 
civilisation. The exhibition, which is open 
till August 3, should attract all who are 
interested in their not unworthy heritage.

WAR ENDS WITH 
GERMANY 


Bitter Israeli 
Reaction

Tet Aviv 
Israel has reacted sharply to the 
joint Three-Power declaration termi- 
nating the state of war with Germany. 


A Foreign Office spokesman, commen- 
ting on the declaration on Monday, 
declared that the announcement by the 
Western Powers focused attention on 
Germanys war against the Jewish 
people, which had been persistently pur- 
i and which had never been called 
off. 


_ Reparations Note Unanswered 


Six years after the cessation of hostili- 
ties, the spokesman went on. the Germans 
had not yet made any expiation or 
reparation for crimes committed by the 
Nazis, nor had they dissociated them- 
selves from the appalling record of Nazi 
rule. They continued to enjoy the 
possession of property filched from the 
Jewish victims who had been sent to 
concentration camps. Nazism was again 


rampant in Germany Israel regarded 
the declaration as an “affront” to the 
people and the Staite of Isracl, and to 


all Jews everywhere. 

The failure of the three Powers to 
make simultaneously with the declaration 
a Statement acknowledging the justice 
of Israel's claim for reparations from 
Germany (no reply to the Isracli Note to 
the three Powers on this subject has so 
far been received) has produced bitter 
disillusionment here

Call for Sanctions 


From our United Nations

A call for economic sanctions 


against Hungary was made here this 
week to the United Nations Economic 
and Social Council by Dr. fsaac 
Lewin, representative of the Agudas 
Israel World Organisation. 


Dr. Lewin charged the Hungarian 
authorities with having started “a wave 
of deportations and declared that tens 
of thousands of Jews. particularly those 
who refused to work on the Sabbath, had 
been deported. He compared conditions 
in Hungary to-day with those in Nazi 
Germany, and warned the committee that 
the next step in Hungary would be 
extermination. Similar conditions, he 
said, prevailed also in Rumania, 


Peace Treaty Violated 


The representative of the Co-ordinatin 
Board of Jewish Organisations, Col. 
Bernard Bernstein, asked that a Human 
Rights Committee be appointed to inves- 
tigate the situation in Hungary. 

The General Chairman of the United 
Jewish Appeal, Mr. Edward M. Warburg, 
stated here that the situation in Hungary 
required that at least 45,000 Jews should 
be transferred to Israel in the shortest 
possible time.

Bela Fabian states that according to 
reports reaching the Hungarian National 
Council and the American Hungarian 
Federation (both organisations based in 
the U.S.A.) some Hungarian Jews are 
wearing the Yellow Star of David as a 
protest against the evictions. He adds 
that. several people who displayed the 
Siar were assaulted. 


Two hundred and seven Hungarian 
Jews arrived in Haifa on Tuesday. They 
told a J.T.A. correspondent that 25.000 
Hungarian Jews had lied .to the 
authorities to be permitted to emigrate to 
Israc!. Already, they said, 10,000 Jews 
had been evicted from Budapest. 
Evictions from other towns were con- 
tinuing at the rate of about 600 per week.

The Anglo-Jewish Exhibition 1851-

on Sunday. 

A large and distinguished gathering 
wes presem in the College Hall when 
Lord Nathan, President of the Exhibi- 
tion and Chairman of its opening cere- 
mony, took the salute from the rd 
of bonour, mounted at the Gordon Sirect 
emtrance by contingents of the Jewish 
Lads’ Brigade (North London Group), 
Girl Guides (Brondesbury and Regent's 
Park), and Hackney Scouts, commanded 
by Major G. Lang.

be such an exhibition, said Lord Nathan.

DR. C. ROTH’S ADDRESS

“ British Jewry in the Year of the 
Great Exhibition” was the subject of 
an address by Dr. Ceci] Roth, in the 


Eugenics Theatre, Universay College, 
Gower Street, W.C., on Monday. The 
address was given under the auspices 
of the Anglo-Jewish Exhibition. The 
Rev. Dr A. Cohen, Presidem of the 
Board of Deputies, was in the chair 

‘Speaking of the geographical disiribu- 
tion of the commun.ty in 1851,-Dr. Roth 
said Ms number was probably less than 
35,000, ewodthrds of which were in 
London, and the remainder in a number 
of coastal districts. The second largest 
communsty was probably in Liverpool.

COORDING to this ancient 
A tezetine the saint is the man 
who is always ready to give on 
wealth, his talents and his energy to 
other human beings and to God, with- 
out thou; of payment for his 
services. saint, far from anticipa- 
ung favours from the recipients of 
his benevolence, positively rejects the 
gifts of others ; he desires no payment 
of its debts from a world owing much 
to him for his efforts on its behalf. 


The word chesed, from which the 
word chassid—the word used here for 
saint—is derived, expresses a greater 
degree of unselfishness than the paral- 
lel word zedaka, the word generally 
used for charity. The impulse to give 
charity acquires its strength from the 
contemplation of the needs of others 
and the appreciation of the duty of 
satisfying those needs ; but the impulse 
towards chesed, towards benevolence, 
comes from within and is an expres- 
sion of that deeper urge which makes 
the saintly person fee] his personality 
to be incomplete and unfulfilled if he 
does not constantly occupy himself 
with the performance of good deeds. 

This thought was so real to the 
Jewish mystics that they made use of 


“it to solve one of the most difficult 


of theological problems. 
ask, did God create man? The usual! 
answer, in order that man should 
mherit eternal bliss, they find unsatis- 
factory, for, they argue, had man not 
been created he would not have been 
in existence to feel any sense of 
deprivation if such bliss were denied 
The answer they give is that 
God is the source of all benevolence. 
the will to benefit others is part of 
His essence ; man had therefore to be 
created as the object of God's bounty 
so that God could, in Tennyson's 
words, “ fulfil Himself in many ways.” 
And the lesson they learn from this is 
that man must develop the ideal of 
disinterested service if he t& to be 
God-like. 


HE best Jewish teaching has always 
been emphatic on this poimi: it 


Why, they 


has always treated with scorn the man: 


who does good out of selfish, self- 
centred, ignoble motives. A fine 
example of such teaching is the bold 
rabbinic condemnation of Judah's 
motive in his attempt to save Joseph. 

“ And Judah said unto his brethren, 
‘What profit is it if we slay our 
brother...” as if the slaying of a 
brother could ever be justified on the 
grounds of expediency ! 

In Our day, as in former generations. 
one often hears people ask: “ What 
can I get out of religion? What is 
the value to me of the religious life ? ” 
There is no answer to this question 
if put in these words, because the 
essence of religion lies in giving, not 
in. receiving. The paradox of religion 
ms that we can benefit fully from it 
only if we are prepared to give of our- 
selves unstintingly im its service, with- 
out thought of reward. Unless we 
appreciate that the saint who declares - 
“ What ts mine is thine and what is 
thime is thime” receives, in terms of 
lasting satisfaction and self-fulfilment, 
far more than he gives, we are far 
from understanding what religion is. 


E man who approaches. the 
religious life as a business man, 
who wants quick returns for any sacri- 
fices he may be called upon to make, is 
as little a religious person as the lover 
who does not feel that his greatest 
rivilege is to bring happiness to his 
loved is a true lover. The person 
who wrote in a weekly paper that 
religion is the greatest gamble of all, 
it is betting your life that God exists, 
was far nearer the mark. It may not 
be easy to cultivate the - saintly 
approach to religion; but Judaism in 
the world of to-day (when so many 
are prepared to echo the sneer that 
religion is putting your good deeds in 
a spiritual bank to be paid back with 
interest) needs more saintly-mhunded 
men and women who approach their 
faith with no other thought than to 
give of their best in the service of God 
and man. 

The person who can do this is truly 
great, and his faith enables him to rise 
above all petty and narrow considcra- 
tions into the realms of rich, full, 
complete living. It was this that the 
ancient rabbis meant when they voiced 
the paradox: “ He who desires to live 
must first die, then he can live.”

West London Synagogue 
to Return 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The West London Synagogue of 
British Jews (Reform) unanimously 
resolved to return to the Board of 
Deputies, at a special general meeting 
of members on Tuesday, after the 
Chairman, Mr. Owen E. Mocatta, 
President of the synagogue, had 
announced that agreement had been 
reached between the Board's Execu- 
tive and the Liberal Synagogue. 

The West London Synagogue left the 
Board, together with the Liberals and the 
Sefardim, after a decision taken two years 
ago on the casting vote of the President. 
All the other Reform Synagogues of the 
Association of in Great 
Britain, except the Manchester congre- 
gation, then followed sux. 

Mr. Mocatta said that both sides had 
made considerable concessions, which 
were embodied in the terms of an agrec- 
ment. These included certain alerations 
to the Board's constitution. An_ hour 
before that meeting he had been officially 
informed by the Secretary of the Board 
of Deputies. and the Presiden of the 
Liberal Synagogue confirmed this, that 
agreement had been reached between the 
Board's Executive and the Liberals, and 
the Board would be asked to ratify this 
agreement a4 HS Next meeting. 

The President paid a tribute to Mr. 
Perey Cohen. who had been their haison 
officer throughout the negotiations. 

Mr. Percy Cohen said that a fight for 
the soul of the Board had started six 
or seven years ago against- regimentation 
of opinion and trampling on the rights 
of minories. 


Strengthening the Board 


The success achieved, said Mr. Cohen, 
was due to the fact tha the three dissi- 
dem congregations had stood together. 
Now that the way was cleared for the 
return of all the dissident synagogues 
they were prepared to strengthen the 
authority of.the Board to speak in the 
name of the whole of Anglo-Jewry. 

Mr. Basil L. Q. Henriques, C.B.E., 
J.P... speaking as a member of both the 
Reform and Liberal synagogues, said 


that it would have been impossible for 


the Reform Jews to dissociate themselves 
from the other—Liberal—section of 
progressive Judaism. For if the Libera] 
Jews were to be regarded as second- 
class Jews, the Reform Jews would also 
come imto the same category. 

Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore, O.B.E., 
moved that the council be empowered to 
make arrangements for the return of the 
congregation to the Board. This was 
seconded by Mr. Henry Lesser, C.B.E.., 
and carried unanimously.

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REVIVAL OF NAZISM 
A.J.A. Urge Joint Action With Deputies 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


United action by the Anglo-Jewish 
Association and the Board of Depu- 
ties to press for a strong policy by 
the British and Allied Governments 
against the revival of Nazism in Ger- 
many was approved by the Council of 
the A.J.A. at its meeting at 33, Sey- 
mour Place, London, on Monday. 
The President, the Hon. Ewen E. 5S. 
Montagu, C.B.E., K.C., was in the 
charr. 

Mr. Rowland Landman. Chairman of 
the Foreien Affairs Commitiec, presented 
the following resolution: 

The Council of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion. while welcoming the assurance of His 
Maicaty 's Government that it remains one of the 
chief aims of British policy to prevent any revival 
of Naviem which might become a threat to peace 
and democracy. and while happy to note thal 
the Federal Government of Western Germany 
have announced their intention of chalicnging 
the iceality of the Socialit Reichapartei before 
the Federal Constinutional Court shortly to be 
established. feel that the indications of a 
recrudescence Of a Navi revival are so marked 
and «0 characteristic of the previous movement 
which broweht disaster to mankind. that it would 
be unrealistic to regard the clectoral success of 
the Socialiatic Reichspartci as of purcly local 
mmicrest 

“ The Council of the Association therefore 
wree that to cnoourage those clementsa within 
Germany itscif who are struggling for the triumph 
of democratic and humane orincipics in counter- 
ine the insidious threat of Nazmm, the Allied 
Governments responsible at present for the good 
government of Germeny and for the peace and 
security of the world should take effective steps 
cnsurc a uniform and cfiicacious policy in 
dealing with incipient Naziem.™ 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. 
Albert 1. Polack, and adopied unani- 
mously.

END OF WAR WITH 
GERMANY

In common with Allied Governments, 
Britain terminated the state of war with 
Germany as from last Monday. — 

Mr. Hersert Morrison, Foreign Sec- 
retary, announcing this in Parliament on 
that day, said that this development was 
further evidence of the determination of 
Britain, France, and the U.S. to remove 
all possible obstacles to normal relations 
with the German Federal Government. 
The decision in no way affected the 
position of the occupying Powers. 

Mr. Emrys Hucues (Lab., South Ayr- 
shire) observed that the war which was 
now ended was the war to destroy 
militarism in Germany. He asked for an 
assurance that there would be no attempt 
to re-create the German military machine. 

Mr. Morrison replied: “ We have no 
desire to do so, in the old sense of the 
term.” 


“STRONG PROTEST” TO 
EGYPT 

Mr. Herpert Morrison, Foreign Sec- 

retary, told the House of Commons on 


Wednesday that the British Ambassador 
in Alexandria 


had delrered a “ sirong 
protest” to the Egyptian Government 
following the action of an Egyptian 


corvette in detaining the British steamer 
im the «mier- 
national channel at the entrance to the 
Gulf of Aqaba. 

The British Ambassador also intormed 
the Egyptian Government that Britain 
would im due course put forward a claim 
for substantial damages and for compen- 
sation in respect of loss caused. 

Mr. R. T. Pacer (Lab., Northampton) 
asked for an assurance that British nava! 
vessels would be in these waters, and 
would come io the rescue of British ships 
that were so insulied. 

There were cheers when Mr. Morrison 
replied: “I am in consultation with the

NATURALISATION 


Viscount Buckmaster urged the Gov- 
ernment im the House of Lords on 
Tuesday to revise the present procedure 
for naturahsation and insist that the 
names of sponsors be published. 

The Lord Chancellor (Viscount JowirT) 
told him that the Government had given 
further consideration to this matter, but 
did not think that any factors had 
arisen which would make it necessary in 
the public interest to publish the names 
of sponsors. 

Lord Vansitrarr said that the security 
arrangements left a great deal to be 
desired in various aspects. He wondered 
whether the Government would be pre- 
pared to appoint a commitiee to review 
the whole subject in its broadest sense. 

Viscount Jowitt rephed that he did not 
think that Was necessary. 


CONFERENCE ON ISOTOPES

One of the most important conferences 
on radioactive isotope techniques yet to 
be held will start mext Monday at the 
Playhouse Theatre. Oxford. 

The conference is being organised by 
the Atomic Energy Research Establish- 
ment at Harwell in collaboration with the 
British Medical Research Association. 

Dr. S. Cohen, of the Hebrew Univer- 
sity, Jerusalem, will be present and will 
give an address on “ Counters with thin 
plastic walls for the detection of soft 
X-rays” on Thursdey next. This session 
isto be devoted to “ counting techniques.” 
that is, means for detecting the presence 
and strength of radioactive materials. 

Among other speakers during the wee 
of the conference will be Dr. H. F. 
Freundlich, of the Radiotherapy Centre 
at Cambridge University, who will discuss 
with Professor J, S. Mitchell “ Newer 
applications of radio-isotopes in thera- 
peutics.”” Clinical uses of radio-iodine 
(much used in tracing and treating goitre), 
will be discussed by Preteens M. Rotblat 
and Mr. R. Marcus, of St. Bartholomew's 
Hospital Medical College, Liverpool. The 
session to be devoted to biochemistry and 
metabolic studies will be introduced by 
Professor H,. A. Krebs, of the Bio- 
chemistry Department of Sheffield Univer- 
sity. Dr. H. L. Kornberg will also speak. 

Some sessions of the conference will be 
held in the Clarendon Laboratory at Ox- 
ford. Other speakers include Dr. J. Stern- 
member of the Institute of Micro- 


iology and reese of the University of 
Montreal, Canada ; Dr. P. R. Lewis, of the 
Physiological Laboratory, Cambridge: 
Dr. L. renberg, of the Institute of 
Organic Chemistry and Biochemistry, 
Stockholm University ; and Dr. H. Selig- 
man, of the Harwell Atontic Energy 
Research Establishment.

JEWS 


New Wing for Infirm 
Residents Planned

At the annual meeting of the Home 
for Aged Jews, Nightingale Lane, 
Wandsworth, on Sunday, details were 
given of the proposed new wing for 
the Home for the purpose of housing 
aged infirm residents. Mr. Michael 
Franklin, President of the Home, was 
in the chair. 

The Chairman, who presented the 
annual report, said that a number of 
urgent repairs would have to be effected 
in the coming year. The Home also 
needed redecorating. which would entail 
an expenditure of £5,000. 

Mr. S. Heiser, a Vice-President, said 
that throughout the year the maximum 
of their accommodation of 144 residents 
had been filled. They had introduced 


occupational therapy, and their medical 


officer. Dr. M. I. Cornick, had noted a 
marked improvement in the general 
heakh of those engaged in that occupa- 
tional imierest. cy had a specially 
equipped room where the old people 
could receive denial and chiropody treat- 
meni, and had also decided to introduce 
physiotherapy for the. treatmen of cases 
of rheumatism and other comp’‘aints. 


First Jewish Infirmary 


He went on to speak of their plans 
to erect a new wing for aged mfirm 
persons, The new wing, he said, would 
provide additional accommodation for 42 


patients, and would make their total 
accommodation 186. 

The new wing would be the first 
Jewish infirmary to be built im. this 


coumry, and into it they hoped to take 
people who were na already resideni 
im the Home for Aged Jews. An appeal 
would be made for £100,000 for bui'ding 
the new. extension. 


Mr. Percy P. Levy and Mr. Joseph 
Kleiner, Jomt Treasurers, submitied the 
annual accounts. They regretted that the 
total subscripuion lst for the past year 
was only £1,700. They had only jus 
managed to balance their budget. The 
Aid Societies brought in over £8,000, 
which was 25 per cem of the upkeep of 
the Home. 

The report and accounts were adopted.

£1,400, are now ready for occupation. 
Owing to the steep rise in the cost of 
building materials during those two years, 
Amidar had wanted to raise the price of 
the flats. Through the intercession of 
Mr. S. Temkin, on behalf of the special 
office for English-speaking immigrants 
opened at the Jewish Agency. they were 
persuaded to keep to their original con- 
tract. The office is to establish two 
ma ‘abarot specifically for English-speaking 
immigrants, in addition to the reception 
centre at Bat Galim.

Commenting on the proposal to drain. 


the Hula marshes, the MacDonald 
Report says: “Every encouragement 
may be given by the Kingdom of Jordan 
to the proposal to drain the Lake Hula 
marshes referred to in sta 6. as 
appears to be shown that the measure 
may save the existing unnecessary 
evaporation, and thereby go to increase 
the flow of the Jordan Sowasteeai of 
the marshes.” 

The most serious implication arises 
now for both Israel and Jordan from 
the renewed financial backing which the 
Syrian Government is receiving from 
French financial interests. 

For the Syrians have completed their 
plans for a project, for which finance 
was the main missing component, which 
would divert the main source of the 
Jordan, and frustrate both Israel’s and 
Jordan's plans for using the Jordan 
waters for intensified wrigation.

REFUGEES 


Welfare Clauses Adopted

The Conference of Plenipotentiarics on 
the status of refugees and Staicless 
persons, which has been mecting here last 
week, roved a number of resolutions 
concerning treatment of refugees. Among 
these is a resolution for equal treatment 
of refugees with the nationals of the 
countries in which they live in 
and elementary educa- 
tion, regards secondary and higher 


education, the Conferenoe resolved that 
refugees be accorded the same treatment 
as was granted to aliens generally.

Communists Eliminated

MACIVER REPORT ON 
ANTISEMITISM

What is called “ Jewish isolationism 
and Orthodoxy” are blamed as partly 
contributing towards the spread of anti- 
scmitism m America. This char 1s 
made by Dr. Maciver, Emeritus Professor 
of Columbia University, in his report on 
the nature of anti-Jewish prejudice in the 
U.S.A., submitted to the National Com- 
munity Relations Advisory Council, 
which last year asked Dr. Maciver to 
carry out an impartial examination of 
the causes and nature of antisemitism in 
the U S.A. 

His sensational findings have provoked 
sharp criticism from Jewish organisa- 
tions and the English-Jewish press. 

Apart from allegations that the report 
shows an anti<Orthodox and antisemitic 
bias, Dr. Maciver’s criticism of the 
existing defence agencies to combat anti- 
semitism,. particularly the Anti-Defama- 
tion League, on the ground that their 
efforts were wasted cwing to unnecessary 
duplication, has caused much resent- 
ment. He recommended the unification 
of all defence work under one agency. 

Mr. Justice Meir Steinbrink, Chairman 
of the Anti-Defamation League, is lead- 
ing the campaign against the report, but 
the majority of American Jewish weeklies 
consider tt to be constructive. Rumours 
of an antisemitic bias on the part of Dr. 
Maciver are described as fantastic and 
extremist. 


BAVARIAN SHECHITA 
MOVE 


Strong Jewish Protest

MuNICH 

The Council for the Liquidation of 
Jewish D.P. Camps and Communities in 
the American Occupation Zone of Ger- 
many has published the text of the 
resolmion adogmied at the recent rally of 
Bavarian Jews. The resolution protests 
in the strongest terms against the deci- 
sion of the Munich City Council, taken a 
fortnight ago, intended to prohibit shechita 
in Bavaria. By this decision, it states, the 
Munich City Council, while claiming to 
be actuated by humanity, has in 
fact embarked upon the old réle of anti- 
Jewish agitation the 
stimulating the lowest instincts of the 
German masses which have already been 
aroused by events in connection with the 
Office for Restitution. . 

The resolution further appeals to Jews 
throughout the world to take notice of 
the “ new dangers of revived neo-Naziwn 
and amisemiHism threatening world 
Jewry.”

Neo-fascist elements here again laid a 


-wreath on the tomb of Ohlendorf, one of 


the mass murderers recently executed at 
Landsberg prison. The wreath was laid 
in day-time, the fascists marching up to 
the tomb in military order after a special 
meeting on the occasion of the traditional 
Festival of the Shooting Guilds—Schuet- 
zenfest 

In the nearby city of Peine, a group of 
30 young men, members of the so-called 
“ Corps of the Sons of the City " (Korps 
der Buergersochne), stole the Federal flag 
from the House of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry and burnt it publicly 
im a near-by park. A second Federal flag 
was stolen from the mast outside the 
house of a Municipal Councillor and 
also destroyed. Some of the perpetrators 
boasted that they were members of the 
Socialist Reichspartci, the new Nazi 
Organisation in Germany. 

Trade Unions for Lower Saxony 
sent a deputation to the Ministry of the 
Interior asking for strong measures 
against the increasing provocations from 
the neo- Nazis.

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REPARATION CLAIM 


THE formal ending of the state of war with 
Germany, and the movement to integrate the 
Federal Republic more closely with the 
defence system of the Atlantic alliance, raise 
issues of importance to people throughout 
the Western world, who have not forgotten 
the happenings of the Nazi period. In this 
country, Realpolitik and raison détat are 
not in themselves the accepted principles of 
political conduct. There is no watertight 
division between the political and the moral, 
and protests urged on moral grounds cannot 
be dismissed with a bland reference to 
military necessity. 
both entitled and obliged to raise objections 
to a course which seems to ignore long-range 
eonsiderations on which the moral health of 


the Western world depends. If it ts legitimate — 


for Socialists to oppose the entry of Spain 
into the Western bloc, and for Catholics 
to press for greater religious tolerance in 
Yugoslavia before Marshal Tiro’s claims 
for assistance are considered, it cannot be 
illegitimate for Jews to question whether it 
is advisable to rearm Federal Germany. 
There have been disturbing signs of a Nazi 
revival, at any rate on the provincial level : 
more important, there has been a signal lack 
of a genuinely democratic spirit evident in 
the Federal Government, to say nothing of 
the German public at large. Most Germans 
appear unwilling to admit responsibility for 
the crimes of the Nazi régime, and their 
Government has up to now failed to make 
restitution, on an adequate scale, to the 
victims. There has not even been a con- 
vincing expression of regret or repentance— 
the Germans st}ll seem to feel that their own 
sufferings since the War give them a claim on 
the world’s sympathy; the campaign in 
favour of reprieving the loathsome criminals 
held in Landsberg gave the world a measure 
of the peculiar view that the Germans 
(although there are honourable exceptions, 
including most of the Social-Democratic 
Party) take of their country’s recent history. 


These considerations are not peculiar to 
Jews. They are in the minds of a great 
many people in the Western world, some of 
whom have none the less reluctantly come to 
the conclusion that Federal Germany must 
be integrated into the Atlantic system, if 
only because there is no other way of 
strengthening whatever liberal forces exist 
in that country. Defeat has brought out all 
the most unattractive traits of an unattrac- 
tive people. It is probably useless to expect 
the Germans to change their nature. Can 
they change at least their behaviour ? One 
would like to see more evidence that they 
are trying. But it is necessary to be careful 
here. Jewish citizens of this country or 
other Western countries must ponder well 
their approach to measures taken for the 
common safety. They can legitimately raise 
a warning voice when there are tendencies 
to reverse the moral judgment passed upon 
the Nazi régime. There must be no white- 
washing of the past, and the Germans 
should be encouraged, in their own interest, 
to make some reparation for past behaviour. 
With ten million displaced East Germans in 
their own country they may be tempted to 
protest that this demand is unreasonable, 
but they should nevertheless be urged to 
make at least a gesture, in particular towards 
those whom they have harmed most. 


This, we feel sure, is the purport of the 
memorandum addressed by the Israeli 
Government to the Western Powers this week. 
Many of the qualms it expresses are shared 
by the French and other Western nations, 
to say nothing of the Poles and Czechs, who 
may well be appalled by the proposal to 
rearm their hereditary enemies. Israel also 
has a very special grievance in that the Ger- 
man Government has hitherto refused to 
accept any responsibility for the results of 


It follows that Jews are. 


the mass slaughter and the exodus of the 
European Jewish community. These results 
now bear, of course, most hardly on Israel 
itself, which has willy-nilly engaged in a 
herculean task of rehabilitation of Jews, in 
sublime faith, without the “ visible means 
of support” necessary for such a vast, and 
even frightening, undertaking. The moral 
case for reparations for the Jews against 
Germany, from which country all their 
modern—and greatest—evils may be said to 
have sprung, is unassailable. And the 
clearest way in which to make those repara- 
tions is, in the grim circumstances of so 
great a slaughter of innocent Jews as 
occurred from 1933 onwards, and the conse- 
quent despoiling of their property, by 
making an adequate payment to the country 
where many of those who managed to 
escape found refuge, and where so many 
others fleeing from fresh dangers are now 
being gathered in. 

There is, on perfectly understandable 
grounds, a great feeling of aversion from 
Germany and a moral boycott of that country 
in Israel and among many Jews elsewhere, 
but unfortunately the influence of these 
feelings on Germany is likely to be dissipated 
to a large extent by the latest developments 
which have caused the Western Powers to 
hurry the process of declaring the official 
end of the war. If the Germans were, how- 
ever, to pause a while to think more clearly 
of the moral aspects, and if the Western 
Powers were to throw in their undoubted 
weight in persuading Germany to meet the 
Israeli request, a source of persistent infection 
would be more likely to be removed and 
political stability would become more pos- 
sible. The Germans can do much to rid 
themselves of. the remaining poison in_ their 
system by making a frank act of reparation 
to their former victims. 


A FUNDAMENTAL 
PROBLEM 


THE President of the Board of Deputies 
has been engaged of late in the conduct of 
intricate and difficult negotiations regarding 
communal politics which, there is now good 
reason to hope, will reach a satisfactory 
conclusion at next Sunday's meeting of the 
Board. But despite his tireless occupation 
with these questions relating to the repre- 
sentation of all sections of the community 
at the Board, he has shown his concern 
abopt another subject which is described by 
him as being “the greatest problem facing 
Anglo-Jewry.” This problem is that of the 
spiritual future of Jewish children in this 
country, and in our last issue we reported 
Dr. COHEN'S very grave utterance at the 
present conference of the Welfare Com- 
mittee of the United Synagogue. If we 
would see things in their right perspective, 
there can be little doubt that, whatever the 
urgency of setting the community's adminis- 
trative machinery in efficient working order, 
no less importance attaches to the religious 
education of our children. For unless the 
teaching of Judaism continues to be loved 
and practised by the generation that succeeds 
us, all our endeavours are doomed to 
futility. 

It was a chief merit of Dr. CoHEN’s 
address that it eschewed the platitudinous 
commonplaces and wishful thinking which 
all too frequently form the staple of speeches 
on education. He offered no panacea, and 
bluntly attributed the blame for present 
shortcomings not to our youth but to those 
who failed to do their duty towards them. 
Loyalty and devotion to Judaism, as he well 
remarked, could only be the outcome of 
careful nurture, yet this nurture was sadly 
lacking. The three agencies—the school, 
the home, and the synagogue—upon which 
depended the building up of a strong Anglo- 
Jewry in the next generation had proved 
lamentably defective. In his diagnosis, Dr. 
Cowen described the present situation as 


*“ appalling.” As regards the school, he said 


that it was estimated that, taking the country 
as a whole, under 50 per cent of Jewish 
children were receiving any religious educa- 
tion whatsoever. And fewer than half of 
these, he averred, attended the synagogue. 
With regard to the home, he asserted that 
this was, largely speaking, the place where 
the children found the lessons of their class- 
room contradicted in practice. However 


displeasing this picture may be, few would 
be prepared to deny that it represents the 
stark facts. If the prospect is gloomy, then 
we would be well advised to face it boldly 
and without illusions. Dr. Cowen urged the

initiation of a campaign throughout the 
country to make Jewish parents feel as much 
concern for the spiritual future of their 
children as they do for their physical well- 
being. No doubt it is easier to suggest such 
a campaign than to devise actual ways and 
means of carrying it into practice. But we 
must at least be grateful to him for directing 
our attention to those vital religious founda- 
tions of Jewish life for lack of which we 
shall surely perish. 


SIR LEON SIMON 70 


Tue whole community will desire to offer 
warmest congratulations and good wishes to 
Sir Leon Simon, C.B., who this week cele- 
brates his 70th birthday. His boyhood years 
were spent in Manchester, where his father, 
the Rev. Isipore Simon, was Minister of the 
South Manchester Synagogue. At the 
famous Manchester Grammar School he 
became imbued with a deep love of the 
classical literature of ancient Greece and 
Rome, which formed the foundation of a 
brilliant academic career at Oxford. His 
devotion to Hebrew literature also began at 
an early age, and later reached its fulfilment 
in his splendid work as a disciple of Ahad 
Ha’am and a leader of the Tarbut move- 
ment. In a unique degree, his. literary 
activities have combined an interpretation of 
both Hebraism and Hellenism. Moreover, 
the finest values of both Jewish and Western 
culture have achieved a remarkable synthesis 
in his character and life’s work. His ardent 
advocacy of the Zionist cause has never 
detracted from his-sincere and comprehen- 
sive outlook as a true citizen of the world, 
imbued with liberal ideas and a strong 
sense of social justice. For many years 
he was a “distinguished civil servant 
and in this capacity rendered outstand- 
ing service to Britain. At the same 
time he always showed himself an untiring 
protagonist of the Jewish national move- 
When he retired from the Civil 
Service after the war, he was at length free 
to devote himself entirely to work in the 
Land of Israel. In 1946 he became head of 
the administration of the Hebrew University, 
and did splendid work for that great insti- 
tution during a critical period. Although 
circumstances have prevented his giving 
lengthier service to that particular cause, it 
is greatly to be hoped that the University 
authorities will be able to make a new call 
on him in a sphere where his ripe experience 
and scholarship must prove invaluable. In 
all hts work, he has been immensely helped 
by his wife, who belongs to a Leeds family, 
the UMANSKIS, which gave yeoman service to 
the Zionist cause in earlier times. On behalf 
of countless friends and admirers, we extend 
to Sir Leon the time-honoured Hebrew 
greeting: OM ANA 


TEACHERS’ SALARIES 


THE meeting of the London Board 
of Jewish Religious Education, of which 
a report appeared in a recent issue, was 
mainly devoted to Budget proposals. _It is 
particularly satisfactory that, notwithstand- 
ing the pleas of financial stringency which 
have constantly been advanced in the past, 
approval was given to increased scales of 
salaries for teachers. These new scales will 
apply to all grades of teachers, whether full- 
time or part-time, and whatever their varied 
qualifications. It may be hoped that the 
grievances of the teaching staff in regard to 
their remuneration have thus been remedied, 
and that attention will now be concentrated 
on other means of raising their professional 
status. Now that better financial rewards 
are offered to them, the opportunities pro- 
vided by the Board for adding to their 
knowledge and technical skill must be used 
to the fullest possible extent. In this sphere, 
a lead ought to be taken by the teachers in 
their corporate capacity. It has been alleged 
from time to time that the National Union of 
Hebrew Teachers has declined to co-operate 
with the Board and that more than one 
Union claims to represent the teachers’ 
interests. The N.U.H.T. has, as a letter in 
our columns from their President showed last 
week, an answer to these criticisms, as also to 
the further point made on various occasions 
that they represent only a minority in their 
profession ; but if the teachers are concerned 
to raise their professional standards, it is most 
desirable that they should be properly 
organised in an influential and united body. 
They have won one round, in the award of 
increased salaries, and this should be an 
inducement to greater service in the cause 


of Jewish education. |

SOUTH AFRICA 


The of South Africa. By Saran Gertrupe 
Mituin. Constable,

Mrs. Millin’s chief quality as an observer ts 
her capacity for facing the facts and stating 
them without sentimentalism. This latter char- 
acteristic is particularly important to-day, when 
so many people in Britain and America allow 
their thinking on South Africa to be coloured 
by emotion. She says things that will displease 
the Union's critics abroad, but she has all the 
more right to say them because; if she refuses 
to overlook the things immediately before her, 
she can take the long-term view as well. 

Her accoum of South Africa, in this revision 
and expansion of an earlier work, 1s as dispassionate 
as any account of that country and Ks probiems 
can be. She points out that the destiny of the 


_ country was settied not to-day and not yesterday, 


but Jong ago at the beginning of the cightcenth 
century when a Dutch Council at the Cape, faced 
with the choice between slave labour and European 
labour (not “ European slaves,” as an odd misprint 
makes the author say on page 289), chose the 
slaves. because they seemed to be cheaper. And 
now, says Mrs. Millin, summing up much of the 
situation: “South Africa faces a question beyond 
solution, that is all.” 

But is it all? Does time allow a state of “ no 
ion” ? If in this one sentence Mrs. Millin 
has flinched, she fully makes up for ii. For her 
theme, taken almost like a text from Anthon 
Trollope, who trekked through the country in 1877, 
| ee th Africa is a country of black men—and 
not of white men. It has been so: it is so: and it 
will be so.™ Mrs. Millin’s final comment on this, 
“If the thought is abhorrent, ut no longer seems 
strange,” indicates, more concisely than anything 
else she has said, the profound changes which have 
come over South Africa during the past generation 
or so. 


Racial Relationships 


This book does not, of course, deal solely with 
Black and White relationship, though this is the 
equation to which everything musi be ultimately 
referred. Mrs. Millin writes eloquently of the big 
figures, Rhodes, Kruger. Herizog, Smuts (who died 
in the knowledge that all he had worked for in his 
life—a Jewish Mate apari—had failed), his brillans 
licutenant Jan Hofmeyr (whose premature death 
robbed the country of its leading liberal force), and 
of Malan, who was once a pastor and now preaches 
Apartheid. 

She writes of the Boers, the English. the Indians, 
the half-<castes. She devotes only a brief chapter 
to the Jows, but, while maintaining her detachment, 
writes with pride of their achievements in the 
country, and with irony of the measures taken by 
successive Governments, in Quota and Immigfation 
Acts, to keep them out of the country jus when 
they mos needed a refuge. Greate, irony of all 
came in 1948, when Smuts lost English votes by 
his early recognition of the State of Israel. She 
points out that “ for voting purposes. the Jews are 
classed with the English.” She mighi also have 
indicated the reason—that the Jews know intuitively 
that antisemitism comes, if not from Nationalisis, 
then from Nationalism. But if this is an Omission 
a iS NOt a serious one in a book that is easily the 
best interpretation of present-day South Africa now 
available. 


JEWISH MUSICOLOGY 


Bibliography of Jewish Music. By Airrep 
SENDREY, Columbia University Press. London: 
Geoffrey Cumberlege. 82s.

This book marks a revolutionary advance in 
Jewish musicology; in it the entire field of biblio- 
graphy of this vast subject has been systematised, 
and it must remain a standard work for many 
years. It classifies and indexes over 10,000 items, 
im two main sections: “ literature.” iLe.. writings 
about Jewish music; and the music 
Naturally, the section devoted to literature is more 
Selective than that for “‘ music’; some 5,000 items 
are listed in each section. 

The “ music” section is subdivided into sacred 
(liturgical), secular (art), vocal, dramatic, and folk 
music; songs of the working classes: music for 
children; and recorded music. The sacred, vocal. 
and folk groups are of the greatest interest, cover- 
ing as they do the main branches of strictly 
Jewish music-making. To students of the history 
of Jewish music, for instance, the material listed 
in these three groups provides a corpus of works 
to which one can, add isolated items, but which 

ives for the first time a conspectus of the entire 

id. The “art music” class, of course. raises 
a greater problem of classification and in¢lusion— 
a question deak with in Dr. Sendrey’s introduc- 
tion. But some idea of his approach can be 

ined from the fact that practically all Ernest 

och’s works, even his “ non-Jewish compositions, 
are listed, but none of Mendelssohn's. 
_ As for the “ literature " section; here is richness 
indeed! It systematises a mass of miscellaneous 
writings in. both book and periodical form, and 
covers historical divisions: forms of Jewish 
music; Jewish music in relation to other fields of 
knowledge; ethnological aspects: contemporary 
trends; and Jewish musicians. The scope is far 
wider than that of the “ music” section: ¢.¢., it is 
impossible to keep Mendelssohn out of the picture 
when the question of “ Jewry in music” is under 
consideration. In the historical division: “ To the 
end of national existence,” over 500 items are 
; under “Influence of Temple music upon 
early Christian chant’ and “ Early church fathers 
on music,” 200 items. There is a valuable sub- 
section on badhonim and klezmorim: folk music. 
antisemitism—it is impossible even to list the sub- 
jects covered. sub-section devoted to develo 
ments “ after the emancipation ™ is particularly rich.

** THE DANGEROUS PLACES ”

Elsie Silver, the Manchester Jewish 
girl who, after “ queening”™ it in Nazi 
Germany, had made her way to the 
Warsaw Ghetto, escaped after a Ger- 
man bombing raid, together with a 
Polish Jewish orphan girl, Mila, whom 
She had rescued. They made their 
way secretly, with a priest's help, from 
Cracow to the Slovakian border, 
hoping ultimately to reach Yugoslavia 
and the sea. A girl smuggler guided 
them separately over the border, and 
then vanished, to Elsie’s great alarm. 
She found Mila again at a farm. 

A Jew posing as a priest escorts the 
two to Bratislava, where Miriam, a 
heroic woman who helps refugees, 
promises her assistance. A plan to 
cross the frontier fails and Mila 
escapes. It is arranged for Elsie to 
be “picked up” by a Hungarian 
officer. At the frontier post she is 


interrogated by German guards and 


succeeds in passing into Hungary. 


THIRD INSTALMENT 


During the long drive from Bratislava 
to Budapest, Count Apor outlined for 
Elsie a plan for her future activities. She 
would be installed as his supposed 
mistress in the Hungarian capital, would

Count 
Apor’s importance to “Kusta,” the 
Jewish ‘escape organisation, was, of 
course, profound.

T is difficult to imagine that this 
spare, scholarly, and youngish- 
looking man has reached the age 

of three score years and ten. Yet this 
week Sir Leon Simon has celebrated 
his 70th birthday, and the Jewish com- 
munity in England is “dining” him 
in honour of it. The honour is fitting. 
as much to the community as to Sir 
Leon himself. 

He was born in Southampton. 
where his father was minister, but 
went as an infant to Manchester. 
which was his Zionist nursery. He 
belonged to the famous Manchester 
School of Zionism, which, in the first 
decade of this century, thought about 
the Jewish National Home what the 
rest of England and the world thinks 
to-day. At Manchester Grammar 
School and at Balliol College, Oxford, 
he took all the prizes and scholarships 
for classics, culminating in the blue 
riband of Oxford classical studies, the 
Ireland and Craven Scholarships. 


In the year 1904, Leon Simon 
emtered the Civil Service by examina- 
tion and came to London to work at 
the General Post Office. There he 
remained for full forty years, rising 
to be the Director of Telegraphs and 
Telephones, and then Director of 
Savings Banks. That most respon- 
sible office he held during the war. 
when national savings reached 
unparalleled figures. 

They were not altogether forty 
years in the wilderness. Like John 
Stuart Mill (whom he has translated 
into Hebrew) this civil servant culti- 
vated his hobby. During all of those 
years his mind was living in his 
spiritual home, the land of Israel; 
and Hebrew literature was his 
* Portable Fatherland.” He was a 
devoted disciple of Ahad Ha’am, who 
had come from Russia to live in Eng- 
land in 1907 ; and set himself to trans- 
late into English the famous essays 
from his “ The Parting of the Ways.” 
Of his translations, published in 
America in 1912 under the title 
“Selected Essays,” Israel Zangwill 
said it was a perfect translation: if 
you did not know it was a translation 
you would take it for the original. 

And to keep alight his own lamp

y LAELIA GOLHR group, of 


which he was the 
unquestioned leader, was inspired 
by Weizmann from Manchester. and 
by the weekly gathering on the Sab- 
bath eve at Ahad Ha’am’s home. They 
were concerned to pursue the aims of 
practical work in Palestine and of the 
Hebrew renaissance. Simon was, too, 
the patron and advocate of the first 
Hebrew-speaking Talmud Torahs, and 
he struggled valiantly to form groups 
of Hebrew speakers in pre-First War 
London. 

Leon Simon’s chambers at 4, King’s 
Bench Walk, became in the early 
years of the First. World War a hive 
of Zionist literary and political 
activity. . Every Zionist leader from 
abroad would make his way thither, 
sure to feel the beat of the Zionist 
puise. Dr. Weizmann made full use 
of this Group and especially of 
Simon's clarity of exposition. His 
generous endowment of the qualities 
which have justly made the Higher 
Civil Service famous-—-namely, quiet, 
unobtrusive efficiency, consideration 
and courtesy, and ltimitiess devotion 
to dut}?, were placed freely at the dis- 
posal of the cause. During this 
period he edited and largely 
“Zionism and the Jewish Future,” 
which was reviewed in the SPECTATOR 
by the great Lord Cromer, published 
his “ Essays in Jewish Nationalism,” 
and contributed to the “Round 
Table” and the “Encyclopedia 
Britannica and other authoritative 
publications the first exposition in 
English of the underlying philosophy 
of Zionism and Jewish nationalism. 


In 1918 he had sight of the 
promised land, and not from afar but 
from. within, as a member of the 
Zionist Commission which Weizmann 
led to Palestine to take the first steps 
in implementing the Balfour Declara- 
tion. He had to return to his duty 
after a few months, but a few years 
later he went out again on a visit 
with his wife, the daughter of a well- 
known Zionist family of Leeds, who 
has shared his dreams and their fulfil- 
ment. The land was turning from 
‘vision to home for tens of thousands 
of Zionists ; but for twenty years more 
he was waiting at the portal, and con- 
tinuing to interpret for the English- 
ideas of Ahad

At last, in 1945, he was a free man. 

He had finished his long service in the 

Post Office and was ready to move to 

his goal in Jerusalem. But before he 

could take up the chairmanship of the 

Executive Council of the Hebrew 

University, the foundation-stone of 

which he had personally laid in 1918 

while the guns were still firing. he 

carried out a public duty in which he 
could combine his administrative 
experience and “his concern for 

Hebrew education. The Colonia! 

Office appointed a Commission of 


Inquiry into Jewish education in 
Palestine, of which Sir Arnold 
McNair (now Judge of the Inter- 


national Court of Justice) was Chair- 
man. Simon was the one Jewish 
member, and he was called on to 
uphold the claim of Hebrew to be the 
language of higher, as well as primary 
and secondary, education. The recom- 
mendations of the committee never 
had the chance of being executed, 
because the end of the Mandate was 
already written on the wall. 

In 1946 he became head of the 
administration of the University of 
Jerusalem. It was a critical time. 
Dr. Magnes was President, but had 
no direct responsibility for administra- 


tion and finance, and the precarious . — 


basis of the University budget was a 
constant anxiety. As Lord Samuel 
has pointed out, a budget in Israel 
makes an estimate only of the expen- 
diture, and leaves the income to faith 
and Providence. Sir Leon had to 
visit the United States and South 
Africa to rally “ Friends” there for 
funds. 


Then came the War of Indepen- 
dence : and for a year and a half the 
normal work of the University was 
interrupted. When it was resumed 
the University was homeless. and he 
had to wrestie with baffling emergency 
problems. He brought the virtues of 
the English Civil Service to the small, 
but complex, administration of the 
University ; and he never said a harsh 
word nor did a harsh thing against 
anybody. Perhaps he has not that 
quality of toughness which is regarded 
to-day as virtuous. He is the most 
modest of persons. 

Having guided the University 
through its most, critical years Sir 
Leon felt able in 1950 to hand on 
the “mantle of Elijah” to his old 
friend, Professor Brodetsky. He has 
retained only the chairmanship of the 
Hebrew University. Press, a function 
dear to his heart. The Israel Cabinet, 
recognising his gifts, have persuaded 
him to undertake a most onerous task, 
that is, to lay firm foundations tor a 
national savings system. His recent! 
gazetted appointment as President of 
the Israeli Post Office Savings Bank 
followed a long period of preparatory 
and advisory work. 

That he has much vet to contribute 
to the Jewish renaissance all who 
know him are convinced. ~ The best 
is yet to be.” May he live for many 
years to harmonise for the people of 
Israel the three cultures, Hebrew, 
Hellenic, and English. which are 
united in bis harmonious personality ; 
and to establish the work of his hands.

There would be ample funds for the 
Burial Board from this synagogue and 
other synagogues working under a 
similar system, if wealthy synagogue 
members were taxed on their own sub- 
scriptions, rather than that they should 
have all the amenities of a large syna- 
posue at the expense of the profits made 
y the poor man’s contribution to the 
Burial Board.

Welfare Council Suggested 
To the Editor of Tue Jewtsu Curonicie 


Sin,—-In his speech to the Standi 
Conference of the Welfare Commit 
the United Synagogue, the Rev, Dr. A. 
Cohen raised a problem which is a chal- 
lenge to the entire Jewish community 
and. while I cannot subscribe to the 
general note of simism which he 
sounded, I do feel that the United Syna- 
gogue should take an immediate lead in 
sedtessiag what can only be described 
as a tragic situation, 

Dr. Cohen suggested that he could 
offer no panacea to solve the question of 
the future of Angio-Jewry, but a great 
deal can be done by the focusing of 
attention upon the young people who, 
having left their Hebrew classes, might 
be inclined to drift from the sphere of 
Jewish influence. It is during this 
impressionable period of adolescence that 
their interest must be maintained, and 
there is no better means of achieving this 
than by the establishment of strong and 
virile youth clubs attached to every 
synagogue. 

There are, I know, quite a loi of clubs 
in existence, but my experience has been 
that whereas, in the first flush of 
emhusiasm they may prosper for a while, 
interest soon lags and they peter out. 
This is mainly due to two 
factors: (a) lack of financial 
and (b) lack of aduk su 

There is no denying that there does 
exist, among the adults of the com- 
munity, an attnude of apathy, and ecven 
distrust, towards youth clubs, and even 
in the few instances where they are 
encouraged the young people are left 
to fend for themselves. The sooner the 
community wakes up to the fact that 
the attraction of the young people to the 
atmosphere of the synagogue must take 
priority over every other consideration. 
the nearer it will be to the solution of 
this problem.

MRS. ANNIE WIX 


The death occurred last week in 
Bournemouth of Mrs. Annie Wix, a keen 
supporter of many charitable causes in 
London. 

Mrs. Wix, who had passed her 80th 
ear, devoted special attention to the 

ome for old people in Green Lanes, 
N.4, one of the almshouses conducted b 
the Jewish Board of Guardians whic 
was opened by the Chief Rabbi in 1949. 
Because of a gencrous donation to this 
Home by Mrs. Wix and her late husband, 
i was given the name of the Julius 
and Annie Wix House for Old People. 
A personal interest in the running of the 
Home was taken by Mrs. Wix and other 
members of her family who have spent 
much of their time in befriending the 
residents.

RABBI RAKOV

brought here the message of Torah, of 
the holiness of Jewish life.

Section. 


LORD INVERCHAPEL AND 
ZIONISM 


Mr. Samuet LANDMAN writes: “* During 
the short period between the end of the 
First World War and the conferment of 
the Mandate for Palestine on Brita at 
San Remo in April 1920, the relations 
between the Zionist Organisation and the 
Foreign Office were close and friendly. 
This was due im large measure to the fact 
that Balfour was the Foreign Secretary and 
Archibald Clark Kerr (Lord Inverchapel, 
who died last week at the age of 69), 
his right-hand man. In my capacity as 
General Secretary of the Zionist Execu- 
tive it was my duty to keep in the closest 
touch with him. Like his chief and his 
cousin, the late Lord Lothian (formerly 
Philip Kerr), he was a Scot on whose 
early education the Old Testament had 
left a lasting impression. I had to see 
him very frequently to solve problems 
and clear away difficulties which were 
arising between the British Military 
Administration in Palestine and the 
leaders of the Yishuv. 


Steering a Middle Course 


“ The principle of the military admini- 
stration was not to change the satus 
quo, while the Forcign Office realised that 
the Balfour Declaration meant a radical 
change. It was no easy matter to steer 
a middle course between these opposite 
poles. It was Clark Kerr's practice to 


call me to the Foreign Office for discus- 


sion before drafting a reply for his Chief. 
He realised that the public in the country 
knew very littl about the national and 
religious roots of Zionism. He urged us 
to make *‘ Zionism’ a household word 
among the people of Britain because this 
would facilitate the task of the Foreign 
Office in trying to implement the British 
promise. 

“When he left London to take up 
diplomatic posts abroad | occasionaily 
heard from him. | recollect one letter 
from him from North Africa telling me 
of a young Sefardi he had met whose 
enthusiasm for Palestine made such a 
tremendous impression on him that he 
suggested we should make use of the 
man’s feu sacré for our cause. He 
was most disappointed that the bright 
visions of close Anglo-Jewish co-opera- 
tion which we had shared in those early 
days began to fade in the cold light of 
post-war events. 

“His stay in Washington coincided 
with the worst period of Bevin's anti- 
Zionist policy, and I can well imagine his 
reluctance to carry out a policy which 
went against his grain. Perhaps it was 
his intervention from Washington which 
helped to neutralise in some ree the 
anti-Zionism of the pro-Arab cials in 
the Foreign Office. : 

‘He was an and true 
friend of our people and of Zionism.”

Cherry Fritters 


Flour, 4 oz.: tepid water, } pt.; salad 
oil, 1 ta ful; white of an cgg; 
pinch of salt; sugar; fat for frying; 
cherries, } Ib. 

Sieve the flour and salt into a basin; 
make a well in the centre and cn: 
add the oil and water, beat till sm 
and free of lumps, add a dessertspoonful 
of sugar, and leave to stand for an hour 
then stir in the stiffly whipped white of 
an egg and the cherries (stoned if desired). 
Drop tablespoonfuls of the mixture into 
hot fat and when lightly browned on one 
side turn and brown the other. Drain, 
dust with sugar, and serve hot. 


Apricot Flan 


Flour, 6 oz.: pinch of salt; margarine 
(or cooking fat), 3 oz.; 1 egg york, 
2-3 o7.: afrowroat, teaspoonful; 
flavouring. 

Sieve the flour and salt, rub in the 
fat, and form into a firm dough with 
the beaten egg yolk and very little water. 
Roll out into a round 4 inch thick and 
line an 8-inch flan ring or sponge sand- 
wich tin with w. Trim and te the 
edges, prick the bottom, and press in a 
piece of greased paper to keep the pastry 
in shape; put in a few crusts of bread. 
Bake in a hot oven for 15. minutes, then 
remove the paper and crusts and return 
to a moderate oven to finish cooking—— 
about another 10 minutes. Place the 
pastry case on a serving dish. Cut the 
fruit in halves and remove the stoncs. 
Boil the sugar and water together for 
5 minutes, put in the frum, and simmer 
gently till yust tender but not broken. 
Take out the fruit, make up the jwice to 
t pint if necessary, and bring to the boil. 
Mix the arrowroot with a tablespoontul 
of cold water, add to the juice, and stir 
while ut simmers for 2 or 3 minutes—till 
thick and clear. Add a drop or two of 
almond flavouring. When nearly cold. 
fill the pastry case with the frun and 
cover with the thickened syrup

SAVITT’S WIMBLEDON

that che Australian would win, they were 
generous in their applause for Savit's 
sound and, occasionally, brilliant play. 

In my opinion the uncomplmentary 
remarks in the press about Savitt’s style 
were undeserved. For such a tall and 
heavy man—he is 6 ft. 4 in.—Savitt 
moved very quickly about the court. His 
attacking backhand—a' powerful stroke, 
low and uncut—reminded me of Jack 
Kramer, one of the greatest post-war 
players.

SHEMONEH ESREH 
By “AUNTIE” 


NE of the chief prayers in our 
Siddur is the Dv 

which literally means “ cigh- 
teen.” Originally there were 18 
benedictions, but an extra one was 
added, and you will find that there 
are now 19. 

This prayer js frequently called the 
Amidah, because it is recited while 
standing. The Amidah differs accor- 
ding to whether the day is a week- 
day, Sabbath, or Festival; but the 
first three blessings (of Praise) and 
the last three (of Thanks) are always 
the same. It is the central blessings 
(of Petitions) that are changed. 

The Amidah prayer dates back to 
pre-Mishna times, but is thought to 
have been arranged in its present form 
by Rabbi Gamalicel II, who lived at 
the end of the first, and beginning of 
the second. century of the current era. 

The Midrash declares that each of 
the benedictions was originally pro- 
nounced by the angels in connection 
with some historical event. There 
are, for instance, references to the 
three Patriarchs. Let us take the first 
benediction po AN 
This is said to refer to the time when 
Abraham was rescued from the fiery 
furnace jnto which he was cast by 
the Chaldean King Nimrod. The 
ministering angels praised God and 
exclaimed: “Blessed art Thou, O 
Lord, the Shield of Abraham.” 

The next blessing was 
first said by the angels when Isaac 
was saved from being sacrificed on 
the altar: they exclaimed: “ Blessed

art Thou, O Lord, who bringest the 
dead to life.” Jacob, the third of 
our Fathers, is called to mind in the 


next Beracha Sen which com- 
memorates his vision at the ladder 
leading to Heaven. When he awoke 
from that dream Jacob worshipped 
God and the angels responded: 
neat art Thou, O Lord, the holy 


A Talmudjc legend recounts that 
when Pharaoh wished to appoint 
Joseph as ruler of Egypt, the princes 
objected that he did not fulfil the 
requirement that an Egyptian ruler 
should know all the 70 languages of 
mankind. Pharaoh promised to test 
Joseph, and during the next day and 
night the angel Gabriel taught him 
all the languages, so that Joseph was 
able to answer all the kjng’s questions. 
Then the ministering angels exclaimed : 
“ Blessed art Thou, O Lord, who 
graciously bestoweth knowledge.” 

When Reuben sinned and was sorry 
for his deed (and according to Jewish 
tradition became the first penitent) the 
angels noted his sorrow and that it 
found favour in God's eyes, and they 
said: “Blessed art Thou, O Lord, 
who art pleased with repentance.” 


Redeemer of Israci 


When the Egyptians embittered the 
lives of the Israclites and God 
promised redemption for His people, 
the angels praised Him as “the 
redeemer of Israel.” 

According to tradition it was the 
angel Raphael who cured Abraham 
of an illness, and the other angels 
then exclaimed: “The Healer of the 
sick.” 

When Jacob went down to Egypt 
and the family was once again united, 
it gave the angels an opportunity of 
praising God and saying: “Who 
gatherest the banished ones of Thy 
people, Israel.” 

And when the Israelites were per- 
secuted by Egypt and their cry went 
up to Heaven and was answered, the 
angels praised God as “The Hearer 
of prayer.” In the wilderness when 
the Israelites bujlt the Tabernacle and 
God's glory came and dwelt among 


the people, the angels said: “ Blessed 
art Thou, O Lord, who restorest Thy 
Divine presence unto Zion.” 

And, continues the Midrash, when 
Solomon built the Temple, the angels’ 
adoration to God was “ Blessed art 
Thou, O Lord, who buildest Jerusa- 
lem.” When the king brought the 
Ark into the Temple and praised God, 
the angels said: “Thy Name is All- 
Good and unto Thee it is becoming 
to give thanks.” And when Israel 
entered the Promised Land and peace 
became a reality, the ministering 
angels said of the Almighty: “Who 
blesses His people Israel with peace.” 

The beautiful meditation which 
follows, “Guard my tongue from 
evil and my lips from speaking 
deceit,” is a little reminder to us to 
speak with care and not spread 
ZOSSIp.

SAVITT’S WIMBLEDON 
VICTORY

Richard Savitt, of the United States, 
became the first Jewish player to win 
the men’s tennis singles’ championship 
at Wimbledon when he beat Keon 
McGregor, of Australia, in the final 
last Friday. 

Savitt, who won in three straight sets, 
6-4, 64, 64, showed no sign of the 
nervousness and “ temperament” which 
were supposed to be his great handicap. 

Though it was evident that the crowd

packing the Centre Court were hopeful 
that che Australian would win. they were 
generous in their applause for Savitt's 
sound and, occasionally, brilliant play. 

In my opinion the uncomplhmentary 
remarks in the press about Savitt'’s style 
were undeserved. For such a tall and 
heavy man—he is 6 ft. 4 in.—Savitt 
moved very quickly about the court. His 
attacking backhand—a powerful stroke, 
low and uncut—reminded me of Jack 
Kramer, one of the greatest post-war 
players. Then he has a fierce forehand 
drive usually to his opponent's forchand., 
which is made wah a somewhat unortho-. 
dox wrist aciion, but is the bes fore- 
hand seen at Winebiedon for many years. 

Sayitt's conduct onthe court was sports- 
manhke; he frequently acknowledged 
brillant play by his opponent, especially 
when McGregor was serving a series of 
“ aces’ im the first set.

NE of the chief prayers in our 
O Siddur is the 

which literally means “ eigh- 
teen.” Originally there were 18 
benedictions, but an extra one was 
added, and you will find that there 
are now 19. 

This prayer js frequently called the 
Amidah, because it is recited while 
standing. The Amidah differs accor- 
ding to whether the day is a week- 
day, Sabbath, or Festival; but the 
first three blessings (of Praise) and 
the last three (of Thanks) are always 
the same. 
(of Petitions) that are changed. 

The Amidah prayer dates back to 
pre-Mishna times, but is thought to 
have been arranged in its present form 
by Rabbi Gamaliel Il, who lived at 
the end of the first, and beginning of 
the second, century of the current era. 

The Midrash declares that each of 
the benedictions was originally pro- 
nounced by the angels in connection 
with some historical event. There 
are, for instance, references to the 
three Patriarchs. Let us take the first 


benediction OAIIN Po 
This is said to refer to the time when 
Abraham was rescued from the fiery 
furnace jnto which he was cast by 
the Chaldean King Nimrod. The 
ministering angels praised God and 
exclaimed: “Blessed art Thou, O 
Lord, the Shield of Abraham.” 
The next blessing was 
first said by the angels when Isaac 
was saved from being sacrificed on 
the altar: they exclaimed: “ Blessed

art Thou, O Lord, who bri the 
dead to life.” Jacob. the third of 
our Fathers, is called to mind in the 


next Beracha which com- 
memorates his vision at the ladder 
leading to Heaven. When he awoke 
from that dream Jacob worshipped 
God and the angels responded: 
aaa art Thou, O Lord, the holy 


A Talmudjc legend recounts that 
when Pharaoh wished to appoint 
Joseph as ruler of Egypt, the princes 
objected that he did not fulfil the 
requirement that an Egyptian ruler 
should know all the 70 languages of 
mankind. Pharaoh promised to test 
Joseph, and during the next day and 
night the angel Gabriel taught him 
all the languages, so that Joseph was 
able to answer all the king's questions. 
Then the ministering angels exclaimed : 
“ Blessed art Thou, O Lord. who 
graciously bestoweth knowledge.” 

When Reuben sinned and was sorry 
for his deed (and according to Jewish 
tradition became the first penitent) the 
angels noted his sorrow and that it 
found favour in God's eyes, and they 
said: “Blessed art Thou, O Lord, 
who art pleased with repentance.” 


Redeemer of Israel 


When the Egyptians embittered the 
lives of the Israclites and God 
promised redemption for His people, 
the angels praised Him as “the 
redeemer of Israel.” 

According to tradition it was the 
angel Raphael who cured Abraham 
of an illness, and the other angels 
then exclaimed: “The Healer of the 
sick.” 

When Jacob went down to Egypt 
and the family was Once again united, 
it gave the angels an opportunity of 
praising God and saying: “Who 
gatherest the banished ones of Thy 
people, Isracl.” 

And when the Israclites were per- 
secuted by Egypt and their cry went 
up to Heaven and was answered, the 
angels praised God as “The Hearer 
of prayer.” In the wilderness when 
the Israelites bujlt the Tabernacle and 
God's glory came and dwelt among 


the people, the angels said: “ Blessed 
art Thou, O Lord, who restorest Thy 
Divine presence unto Zion.” 

And, continues the Midrash. when 
Solomon built the Temple, the angels’ 
adoration to God was “ Blessed art 
Thou, O Lord, who buildest Jerusa- 
lem.” When the king brought the 
Ark into the Temple and praised God, 
the angels said: “Thy Name is All- 
Good and unto Thee it is becoming 
to give thanks.” And when Israel 
entered the Promised Land and peace 
became a reality, the ministering 
angels said of the Almighty: “Who 
blesses His people Israel with peace.” 


The beautiful meditation which 
follows, “Guard my tongue from 
evil and my lips from speaking 


decent,” is a little reminder to us to 


speak with care and not spread

The transfer of 153 Arabs who were 
absem during the United Nations referen- 
dum, together with those Arabs who 
voted to return to their homes, has been 
carried out under the supervision of 
United Nations observers, according to 
an Israeli Foreign Office spokesman. 

This statement appears to be at 
variance with General Riley's report to 
the Security Council, which, according 
to press reports from Lake Success. 
alleges that the Israeli authorities would 
not allow United Nations observers to 
interview the heads of the Arab families 
concerned, but demanded signed state- 
mems from the Arabs on their inten- 
tions. 

The Israeli spokesman asserts that this 
procedure had been previously arranged 
with General Riley. 

The General is said to have maintained 
that his requess for an interview with 
the remaining 1453 Arabs had been 
refused. The Israelis point out that 
such a request was irrelevant, since they 
were allowing all the remaining Arabs 
to depart. 

General Riley is further alleged to 
have stated «hat his request for the return 
the demilitarised zone of 115 Arabs 
who fled to Syria had been refused, only 
11 being allowed to go back. 

Israeli sources assert that the 11 Arabs 
were the heads of families who had been 
separated from their kin during the 
evacuation of villages in the demilitarised 
zone.

Drop in Citrus Exports

Total exports from Israel to the United 
Kingdom during 1950, according to 
British Board of Trade figures, were 
valued at £5,181,000, as compared with 
£5,629,000 in 1949, and £12,855,000 in 
1948. 

Citrus fruit expons amounted to less 
than half the 1948 figure, when the fruit 
included that from Arab groves since 
abandoned and uncultivated. 

Other items of export, all reduced since 
1948, were fruit juices, chemicals, and 
manufactured motor spirit. (£509,000 in 
1948 and none in cither 1949 or 1950, 
due to the closing down of the Haifa 
refineries, and their subsequent partial 
re-opening for internal use only). 

During the same year Britain sold to 
Israel goods valued at £9,491,000, as com- 
pared with £6,292.000 in 1949 and 


£7,359,000 in 1948. 


United Kingdom re-exporis, which are 
in addition to the above figures, were 
reduced from £2.797,000 in .1948 to 
£300,000 in 1949, but rose to £571) mn 
1950. 

In addition, not included in the Board 
of Trade figures, several million pounds 
worth of goods were bough by Israel 
in the sterling area from Commonweakh 
countries, 

The difference between imports and 
exports was made up by the J.P.A. and 
the release of blocked sterling balances. 
which will be used up by January, 1952. 


“ EXPELLED ” BEDUIN WISH 
TO STAY IN JORDAN

None of the Beduin alleged to have 
been expelled from the Negev into 
Jordan territory wishes to return to Israel. 
Announcing this on Monday, an Israeli 
spokesman said that a number of Beduin 
had left the Negev voluntarily during the

“tter pasturage for their herds. 

Following Jordanian complaints about 
Beduin tribes crossing into their territory 
from the Negev, an agreement was 
reached some time ago by the Israel- 
Jordan Mixed Armistice Commission 
whereby Isracl was to allow them to 
return. The period from June 28 to 
July 5 was fixed for this movement. None 
of the Beduin had returned by last 
Thursday, and it was presumed that they 
preferred to stay in Jordan, the spokes- 
man added. 

Isracli sources state that the Jordanian 
complaints that thousands of Beduin had 
been expelled were grossly exaggerated. 
Israel had declared its willingness to take 
back all those who could prove that they 
were formerly resident in Israel. Those 
Beduin who now try to cross the border 
will be regarded as infiltrees. 


PLIGHT OF JEWS IN

20 Injured at Tel Aviv 
Protest Meeting 


The Ohel Shem hall. Tel Aviv, was

JORDAN RIVER 
COMPLAINT

Jordan has complained to the Secre- 
tary-Genera! about whai calls “ Israel's 
interference “ with the natural flow of the 
Jordan river. Israel is charged with 
having held up the flow of the river at 
Dganiya, at the southern end of Lake 
Tiberias, resuking in an increase of 
salinity in the waters, and the draming 
off of enough water to lower the level 
of the river. 

Jordan claims that the salinity will 
affect adversely schemes for the settle- 
mem of Arab refugees in the Jordan 
Valley and asks the Recsttary-Ciskeral to 
intervene with the Israeli Government, as 
wu considers that the whole of Jordan 
economy is endangered by Israel's action. 


THE AQABA GULF 
INCIDENT

The detention by the Egyptian Govern- 
mem of the British ship, Honsirs Roach, 
in Enterprise Channe!l at the southern 
end of the Gulf of Aqaba, is a matter 
of great importance to Israel, as well as 
io Britain. The question of establishin 
the international legality of freedom o 
passage for shipping through this narrow 
sirad is of vital importance for the 
development of the Port of Elath, Israel's 
outlet to the Red Sea, and for the same 
reason is also of interest to Britain, with 
its strategic base at Agaba in Jordan. 
If the Suez Canal were denied to it, 
Britain would have to seek an alternative 
route, via Aqaba, to link the Mediter- 
ranean with the Indian Ocean. Britain 
and Israel are, therefore, equally con- 
cerned to defeat the Egyptian contention 
that Enterprise Channei is not an inter- 
national highway. The case bears com- 
parison with the Corfu Channel dispute, 
when judgment was given for Britaim in 
April, 1949, by the International Court 
at The Hague. This new incident must 
be clearly distinguished from the Suez 
Canal controversy, except that both arc 
linked with the Egyptian policy of 
attempting to blockade. Israel. 


Claim for Damages 


A couple of ships have so far passed 
through the Channel with supplies for 
Elath, and it is probable that the 
Egyptians mistook the Empire Roach for 
a vessel bound for the same port. Since, 
however, it was a British ship with 
supplies for the Arab Legion which was 
detained, and as Britain has lodged a 
strong protest with a claim for damages, 
the case takes on a far more important 
colour than it would have done if it had 
been just another Isracli-Egyptian dispute. 

The Egyptian view was put by Mustafa 
Nosrat Pasha, the Minister of War, 
when fe claimed that the inspection was 
in accordance with international law. 
Egypt, he added, still considered itself at 
war with Israel and claimed belligerent 
rights.
